THE GALWAY CALL. 


LINER’S VISIT AN 
EXPERIMENT.

in the Jrjsh T'imes, that 
the North German Lloyd Steamship Compa 
had decided to make Galway a port of call 
on the East-bound trip from America, Mr. 
O Keeffe, er of the Limerick Steamship 
Company, the Irish agents of this well-known 
German shipping company, said that he had 
seen the Galway Harbour authorities on last 
Saturday as to the necessary facilities for the 
reception of the ships. The Commissioners 
would do every thing possible to meet them, 
and the matter would be definitely settled in 
a day or two. | 
_They hoped to arrange a sailing from New 
York to Galway towards the end of May. 

Asked if it was the intention of the com- 
pany to make Galway a regular port of call 
for inward and outward ships, Mr, O'Keeffe 
said that they should first see how they would 
get on. This would be an experiment, They 
had not done anything with regard to out- 
ward traffic, because there were many diffi- 
culties in the way. For instance. they should 
get authority from the United States Govern- 
ment to make Galway a port of emigration, 
and then have set up an examination station 
and have a Consul appointed. 

The steamer which they hoped to bring 
would not be one of their large ships, because 
the call was in the nature of an experiment ; 
but if it succeeded they would develop it. 

We hope, he said, to bring over tourists 
and land them at Galway. | 

A great many Irish-Americans went to

EVIDENCE OF FORMER HOTEL 

MANAGER. 

"he Balbriggan hosiery theft charge 
reached a further stage at Swords yesterday. 
The accused are Thomas Cashell, senior, 
Thomas Cashell, junior, Balbriggan; Henry 
Cashell, Fanny Evans, Maurice Evans, 
Skerries, and Robert Tyndall, Balbriggan, 
and they are charged with the larceny of 
278 pairs of socks and stockings, value £70 
6s., the property of Smyth and Company, 
hosiery manufacturers, Balbriggan, and with 
conspiracy to steal 2,500 pairs of hose, value 
£575, and the property of the same firm. 

Walter Johnston, publican, Belfast, was 
examined, and said that he was manager of 
the Dublin Hotel, Skerries, from 5th Decem- 
ber, 1922, to 5th September, 1923, when Mr. 
Owen Murphy took it over from him. The 
accused, Harry Cashell, ran an account for 
12s. for drink supplied. In payment he 
brought in about five dozen pairs of Bal- 
briggan hose, for which the witness gave him 
about £1. value in drink. 

Four or five times a week Cashel] came to 
the hotel during the nine months, and the 
witness was there. Three out of four times 
he would have parcels with him—parcels 
with the Balbriggan*hose wrapper on them, 
and similar to exhibit *‘ M ‘’'—when he came 
in, ut as a rule on going out he would not 
have them. 

The witness saw Cashell talking to cus- 

tomers in the shop, and going in with them 
to a room off the bar. He asked him where 
he got the stuff, and Cashel] said that they 
were ' odd lots ” that he got in the Bai- 
briggan hosiery factory. He often had a 
drink in the bar with the customers. Some- 
times he did not pay for the drink in cash, 
but with a couple of pairs of socks, The 
witness was handed three such parcels per 
week for about nine months over the counter 
to keep for people. 
_Mr, Eugem Sherry (instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor), prosecuting—And 
each and every parcel you say was identical 
to this (produced)—Yes. i 

In further reply to Mr. Sherry, the wit- 

ness said that there was never anv other 
kind of parcel handed to him. He did not 
examine the parcels nor open them, and 
could not say what was in them. 
He did not suggest to Cashell how the ac- 
count for the drink should be settled. It 
was Cashell who suggested giving him stock- 
ings for it. He got five dozen pairs alto- 
gether—three dozen for 12s. worth of drink 
and two dozen for 8s. worth of drink. 

_CONVERSATION WITH PRISONER. 

I'he witness added that he had a conversa- 
tion with Henry Cashell about the case a‘ 
the last hearing in Kilmainham, but could 
not remember what Was said. 

Pressed by Mr. Sherry, the witness said 
that Cashell passed some remarks about “the 
Murphy gang ” going to convict him in this 
case, The witness asked him who did he 
mean by the Murphy gang, and he said. 
' Owen Murphy and the rest of the witnesses 
against me.” He also mentioned that the 
case had cost him £200 already. 

The witness never said to Cashell. “The 
evidence will be that all the stockings I got 
from you was three doren.” He made a 
statement to the police in the Skerries bar- 
racks about the 2nd November last, and his 
evidence now was identical with that state- 
ment. 

The further hearing was adjourned to next 
Monday at Kilmainham, at 3 o'clock.

DUBLIN BAILIFF’S REQUEST 
FOR MOTOR BOAT. 

At the monthly. meeting of the Dublin 
Conservators of Fisheries, held at 110 Graf- 
ton street, Dublin, yesterday, Water Bailiff 
Macnamara gave particulars of the recent 
successful prosecution in connection with the 
illegal possession of salmon during the close 
season. The fish recovered in this case, it 
was stated, were worth about £100. ‘' 1 have 
reason to believe,” added the bailiff, ‘* that 
serious breaches of the fishery laws are 
being, and will be, committea during the 
present year, and at present ‘t is impossible 
to deal! with the offenders.' To do this he 
asked for a.motor boat, and more help. 
Unless this was done offences against the 
fishery laws would continue. 

On the suggestion of the Clerk (Mr. B. J. 
Newcombe), it was decided to send a copy 
of the bailiff’s report to the Department of 
Fisheries, and to ask the Minister for 
Fisheries to receive a depufation on the sub- 
ect. 
The Chairman (Dr. R. R. Leeper) said 
that they could not conserve the fisheries of 
the place unless they had a motor boat, and 
an extra man. On his suggestion, a deputa- 
tion was appointed to wait on the Minister 
for Fisheries. 

ALERT DETECTIVES. 

On the motion of Mr. Woodnut, seconded 
by Mr. Pack Beresford, the Board expressed 
appreciation of the valuable help rendered by 
Superintendent Ennis and Deetctive-Officers 
Hughes, Mooney and Byrne, by whose vigil- 
auce and activity a serious offence against 
the fishery laws was detected last Thursday.

and convicted; and ordered that a copy of 
the resolution be forwarded to General 
0’ Duffy, Commissioner of the Civie Guard.

SUB-COMMITTEE’S IDEA. 


——-—- 


“ ALARMING STATE OF 
AFFAIRS.'” 


The President (Mr, Jame; Price) said 
that the Chamber's Sub-Committee had 
got the idea that a _ really alarming 
state of affairs existed today at the 
Water Board. He did not think that that 
was too strong a statement to begin with, 
especially in the face of the fact that the 
Chamber had asked the Water Board three 
years ago for delay and caution; delay so that 
estimates might be amended, and caution so 
that they might perhaps begin at the other 
end of the work and make preparation for the 
large supply of water when it would be avail- 
able. He thought, as a Chamber, they felt 
they were rather ruthlessly pushed aside at 
that time as if their opimon was of no value, 
To-dav they were faced with a state of affairs 
that they feared would border on the housing 
trouble in their city. 

To-day they were faced with the job being 
proceeded with on a basis of time and mate- 
rial, plus 10 and 24 per cent., and they did 
not know what that might cost. When they 
come to a question like that, where there had 
been well up to half a million pounds spent, 
it gave them some idea of the tremendous 
thing that they might be involved in before 
they were finished with it. 


EXPERTS’ TASK. 

Three engineers were trying to hammer out 
a scheme. Perhaps the best thing that that 
Chamber could do was to impress on them to 
make it a small schéme adaptable to exten- 
sion as things grew; instead of a full-blown 
scheme that they could, possibly boast of as 
being the largest and finest ‘in the British 
Isles. He wished to press that point because, 


to the development of Belfast, it was just 
possible that a scheme might be available that 
could be extended during the next 100 or 200 
years in such a way as to make it much easier 
to the present generation and quite as useful 
for the city. (Hear, hear.) Without doubt, 
the task was a difficult one, but was there 
need to spend £40,000 to find that out. 

The Chairman of the Water Board had said 
that he courted the fullest investigation, and 
was prepared to give everything to the public. 
Now they did not know that they had got 
everything, or anything like everything, and 
he thought that they should ask for a full 
disclosure of the statement made at the arbi- 
tration, wher the 10 and 2) per cent. was 
agreed. 

A SMALLER SCHEME. 

Mr. D. E. Lowry said that from what they 
had seen, it would appear the Water Board 
had heen in a very awkward position, and it 
must be admitted that Messrs. Pearsons had 
let them down very easily.. The matter had 
been arranged in a way that was very satis- 
factory to the Water ard, considering the 

sition in which they stood ; but would it not 
ve better if a suggestion went out from that 
Chamber that other means be employed for a 
less expensive, scheme—not necessarily & 
scheme at the Silent Valley. Sometimes men 
found it better to cut their losses. It might 
be advisable to have a project in the form of 
an extension of smaller reservoirs at Carry- 
duff. That certainly would be less expensive 
than an enormous scheme in the Mourne 
Mountains.

LOWER THAN FIRST-CLASS: 
BELFAST MERCHANT FINED. 
Defending in a prosecution at the Belfast 

Summons Court yesterday against Daniel 
Boyd, 72 Woodstock road, for selling rasp- 
berry jam containing 80 per cent. of fruit 
juice other than raspberry, Mr. B. J. Fox 
drew attention to the fact that on the wrapper 
of the pot were the words: “ Note—Our pre- 
serves are made on the most approved 
methods, and are improved by the judicious 
use of pure juice of other fruit.” 

In a letter from the manyfacturers of the 
jam, Messrs. Thompson Law, Carluke, Mr. 
Fox said the opinion was expressed that the 
pot analysed had contain “apple rasp- 
berry, ” and it was stated that the mistake 
must have been made by one of the workers 
in their factory in filling the pot. On the 
label on the jam pot were the words, ‘‘ Special 
raspberry jam,’’ and the manufacturers ex- 
plained that ‘‘special’’ as applied to jams 
meant “ really a quality lower than first-class 
and not higher.” 

Mr. Fox said that of two other of the dozen 
pots of jam which Mr. Boyd purchased from 
Messrs. Thompson one, when analysed, showed 
virtually the same figures as that quoted by 
Mr. McKeown, but in the other case rasp- 
berry juice was 13.9 per cent. and juice other 
than raspberry 13.7. In face of the analysis 
he must plead. guilty. 

Major McCallum, R.M.—The use of the 
word “special’’ is rather questionable, is not 
it’ 

Mr. Fox—Frankly, so far as the public is 
concerned, I quite agree; but there is no 
doubt whatever that under the Act where 
there is a trade sense of the term it is a good 
defence.

Major McCallum—What do vou understand 
by the term “special raspberry jam '— 
specially bad or specially good stuff’—I never 
looked at it in that way.

EVIDENCE CALLED. 

Mr. J. J. Quaid, the late Secretary to the 
Limerick County Council, said that there was 
no election for County Councillors in 1920, 
and, during that year, owing to the disturbed 
conditions, meetings were held in various 
places. When that Council came into office 
there was a credit balance of about £20,000. 
At the end of that financial year his opinion 
was that the finances were pretty healthy— 
that was on the 3lst March, 1921. In that 
year the British Government directed the 
suspension of grants-in-aid, which amounted 
to £60,000, and the suspension of these grants 
necessarily put the county finances into a 
troublesome position for the time. 

The Inspector—Were the finances healthy in 
March, 1921?—My recollection is that they 
were fairly all right at that time. 

Continuing, Mr. Quaid stated that in 
August, 1920, there was an order of the 
County Council not to obey any British 
authority, There was then a difficulty about: 
the collection of the rates; and some provision 
had to be made in view of the payments for 
malicious injuries. The Council called a meet- 
ing of the rate collectors and asked them to 
lodge in the name of a trustee to be named 
by the Council. That was in 1921. 


THE TRUSTEE. 

Inspector—Was there a trustee appointed? 
—Yes. 

What is his name’?—Michael De Lacy. 

Did the rate collectors carry out the instruc- 
tions’—Yes, with the exception of three. It 
ultimately transpired that one of these col- 
lectors sent the instruction that he received 
about the rate collection to Dublin Castle, 
and I know that a British Army Colonel went 
in to the Treasurer here and got the name of 
the trustee. That being so, we had to change 
the name of the trustee. Another meeting of 
the collectors was called, and I was appointed 
trustee and carried on by a system of 
transfers. 

What amount of rates was collected in 
1920’—Up to the 17th November, 1920, the 
rate collection was £46,586 9s. 8d. 

The witness then proceeded to give the rate 
struck for 1920 and 1921, which elicited from 
the Inspector the remark that there was a 
considerable increase. Pre-war the wages 
were 14s. a week and then went up to 42s, in 
1920. That naturally put up the rate. For 
the vear ending 1922 the rate still outstanding 
was £1,224 lls. 5d. 

Continuing, Mr. Quaid said that local 
expenditure was one af the main items that 
engaged the attention of the Council in 1920 
to 1921. There was no contract system on the 
roads since 1902. 

The Inspector—In 1920 and 1921 was the 
Council able to pay the demands of the Dis. 
trict Council’—J] do not think so. 


. INCREASING EXPENDITURE. 

Did the Council in 1921 and 1922 realise 
that their local expenditure was increasing ’— 
Yes; it was the feeling of the Council to cut 
off road work during the summer months. 

Did they take any definite steps in that 
direction —My recollection is that the County 
Surveyors were told to curtail work and 
reduce expenditure. 

Was there any other effort made to curtail 
expenditure ! There was a motion to reduce 
sa‘aries. 

Mr. Hewson questioned the witness as to 
the credit balance of £20,000 when the 
Council came into office in June, 1920. 

Mr. Quaid explained that, the grant heing 
stopped by the British authorities, the credit 
balance had to be used up to meet current 
expenditure.

Second Thoughts in China. 


The political situation in China, as it 
affects British interests in that country, 
is reported to be slighty easier. Hankow 
remains the storm-centre, but the 
Cantonese authorities are beginning to 
realise the fact that they have gone too 
far. Their vicious. anti-British propa- 
ganda has resulted in the invasion of the 
British Concessions at Hankow and 
Kiukiang, in flagrant defiance of treaty 
obligations, and British women and 
children have been forced virtually to fly 
In consequence of this 
affairs, all 
business has come stand-still at 
Hankow. Most of it was in the hands of 
British merchants, and, as soon as they 
decided to close down their establishments— 
with the result that large numbers of 
native Chinese were thrown out of work— 
Mr. Eugene Chen, the Cantonese Foreign 
recognised the folly of his 
mistake. He gave an undertaking to 
the British Consul-General that no 
harm would come to any British subject, 
that all Nationalist troops would be 
withdrawn from the precincts of the Con- 
cession, and that the maintenance of order 
would be léft entirely in the hands of the 
British police, who are a Chinese force 
with British officers. As nearly all these

Galway and New York. 


As we announced yesterday, the North 
German Lloyd Shipping Company, of 
Bremen, proposes to make Galwhy a port 
of call for some of its east-bound liners. 
The project, for the moment, is frankly 
experimental. A trip will be made in 
May from New York by one of the com- 
pany’s smaller ships, and, if the, results 
are satisfactory, a regular service may be 
developed. We may assume that, as a 
condition of an established service, the 
company will require to be satisfied in 
two respects. It must find promise that 
such an enterprise would be lucrative, or 
at least would be conducted without finan- 
cial loss; and its experiment must con- 
vince it of Galway’s suitability as a safe 
and convenient port of call for large 
ships. The first sailings clearly will be 
devised to attract American tourists 
whose special goal in Europe will be 
Ireland. A landing at Galway will set 
them down on the threshold of a famous 
tourist district; they can return to 
America by way of Queenstown; and for 
travellers to England afd the Continent 
the call at Galway will shorten the ocean 
voyage by nearly a day. We think that 
the feature of this proposal which will 
commend it most favourably to the Irish 
public is its modesty. During the past 
seventy years. the story of trans-Atlantic 
services between North America and the 
West of Ireland has been a story of 
magnificent schemes and bitter disappoint- 
ments.

Civil Aviation. 

Civil aviation hitherto has flourished in 
the United States at its own sweet will. 
A change began with the new year; for a 
new branch of the Department of Com- 
merce, charged with matters concerning 
civil aviation, was given authority forth- 
with to draw up regulations for air 
navigation, to license flying craft and 
pilots, and to enforce obedience. The 
head of the new department, we observe, 
bears the good Irish name of William P. 
MacCracken. 
will be permitted to fly unless they 
conform to certain specifications and pass 
periodical tests. Pilots will: require to 
pass medical and technical examinations. 
With the institution of these rules by the 
United States, civil aviation over the 
greater area of the civilised world is 
brought under State supervision. The 
elaborate administrative machinery brought 
into being has been rendered necessary by 
the indisputable place now held by air- 
craft as a regular and world-wide means 
of communication. Last Saturday Sir 
Samuel Hoare, accompanied by Lady 
Hoare, landed at Delhi after a flight of 
5,500 miles from Croydon, and delivered 
to the Indian Viceroy a message received 
from the King twelve days earlier. This 
flight by a Cabinet Minister is more than 
a spectacular event: it is a demonstration 
of possibilities of which the fullest ad- 
vantage is certain to be taken. When 4 
means exists for the sending of persons 
or documents from London to the capital 
of the Indian Empire in less than a fort- 
night, it cannot fail to establish closer 
relations between East and West, in 
commerce and politics. Civil aviation, in 
a word, by every achievement, creates a 
new demand for its services.

The theatre-going 
public of Italy, moreover, is scattered 
over a wide area, from Venice to Naples, 
and touring companies must spend a week 
in travelling for a month in playing. 
Signor Pirandello and a noted theatrical 
manager have called upon Signor Musso- 
lini to come to the rescue. The Duce has 
found time, amid his administration of 
half-a-dozen Ministries of State, his 
speeches and his fencing practice, to 
dictate a plan for Italy’s theatrical salva- 
tion. Three theatres—in Rome, Milan 
and Turin—will bé taken over by the 
State; companies of actors will be sub- 
sidised, and every winter the three houses 
will be open continuously, “and the 
repertory will be executed in rotation.”’ 
A State company will take the most 
successful plays abroad. Having ordered 
the theatres to open and the players to 
play, Signor Mussolini needs but to com- 
mand the audiences to attend and the 
playwrights to compose their master- 
pieces.

Dr. Thomas Lumsden, writing to The

DUBLIN’S TRAFFIC PROBLEM. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 
Sir,—Many people will read with intense 
interest Mr. G. Marshall Harriss’s article on 
“The Problem of Transport " in this week s 
issue of The Motor News.  ‘‘ Healthy com- 
petition,” as he says, ' is desirable, vicious 
competition leads to decay,’ and the ‘bus 
and tram competition is generally vicious.

be impossible in the centre of the city. 
Where "buses compete with trams, as Is 
shown in many parts of the British Isles, .

Srr,—It appears to me that the majority 
of anglers agree as to the need of improvement 
in Irish trout-fishing. I do not think thar 
the mere imposition of a small fee will do 
much good as things stand at present, ana 
I suggest that, before any tax is levied ‘on 
trout-fishing, there should be a public meet- 
ing in Dublin of all tront-anglers from ali 
parts of the country, and that a _ trout- 
anglers’ association be formed that will look 
after the sport. 

I think that one of the 
deterioration of trout-fishing-in Ireland is the 
lack of co-operation among anglers, | who 
apparently think that” it is. “up to the 
Minister ‘of Fisheries to put matters mght 
without any further aid by them than the 
payment of a small fee. I believe that there 
Ls ‘some association in Dublin which tries to 
help sport in various fields, but it does not 
attempt to get the common angler to Join 
its ranks, and the only sign of its existence 
is an occasional paragraph In. the daily 
Press, which. does not disclose- its where 
abouts. 

To make trout-fishing what it should be 
in Ireland there must be a powerful associa 
tion of all anglers to work for the welfare 
of the sport in the same way in which 
the Royal Avtomobile Club and the Roya! 
Automobile Club of Ireland look after the 
interests of motorists in England and Ireland, 
respectively. I feel sure that, if a public 
meeting is held in Dublin and attended by 
the trout-anglers all over Ireland, there wilt 
be no difficulty in starting such a body or 
in finding keen anglers. who will be willing 
to act on its council and various committees

RECITAL BY MADAME YOURA 
GULLER. 

The Royal Dublin Society's Chamber Music 
Concerts were resumed yesterday after the 
Christmas holidays. Recitals in the afternoon 
and at night were given by Madame Youra 
(yuller. his accomplished Russian pianiste 
had already appeared in past seasons at these 
recitals, and the high impression formed of 
her playing was reflected in the large 
audiences present at both performances 
yesterday. Her programme included works 
by Bach, Scarlatti, Chopin, Liszt, and some 
lighter compositions, the evening recital-béing 
the more attractive. It. was interesting to see 
three compositions by Liszt appearing on the 
programas, as theré has been a tendency 
atterly to drop this composer. Certainly, 
Madame Youra Guller is justified in keeping 
to Liszt. Her playing of the Rhapsody No. 
12, the last piece in the programme, was the 
most brilliant effort of the recitals. The 
pianiste threw herself with rare abandon into 
the work, which, with its varyiag moods, 
brought out fully her great powers of tech- 
nique and sense of shading. Some of her 
playing in the treble passages was exquisite, 
and she built up a glorious /imale. The 
Sonata in B minor, by. the same composer, 
played in the afternoon, was also an admirable 
piece of interpretation, but the ‘“‘Liebestraum’’ 
was not quite so happy. 

THE CHOPIN GROUP. 

The Chopin group, which ‘included the 
Ballade in F minor, three Etudes and three 
Mazurkas, also revealed the pianiste s 
sensitiveness of expression. The Etudes, in 
particular, were delightful cameos, clear cut 
and sparkling, with the first two very delicate 
in their artistic treatment. The Mazurkas 
were typically romantic and bronght out the 
planistes great. sense of rhythm, in which 
there gvas a delightful rubato. 

The Bach items, Toccata and Fugue in H 
minor and Fantaisie and Fugue in G minor, 
were given with a fine sense of their needs, the 
treatment of the Fugue movements being very 
well developed, The third group in the afternoon 
comprised Movements Perpetuels, by Poulenc : 
two Saudades do Brazk “By Milhaud, and 
Evocation, by Albeniz, sounded somewhat 
restrained; hut de Falla's little Danse du 
Meunier had plenty of life.

Instead of the National (Cantonese) 
Government maintaining crder, 1t has 
been for months past inciting the populace 
against the British, although the British 
Minister has been in friendly. intercourse 
with jt and the British Government has 
declared its warm sympathy with the 
National movement. 

It is putting it mildly to say that British 
feeling in China is profoundly stirred by 
the situation which has arisen. The 
British have long been prepared to make 
large concessions to the Chinese by 
amicable arrangement, but they are 
latterly opposed to any acquiescence in the 
forcible dispossession of their Treaty 
rights, 

They trust that Mr. O'Malley is not 
empowered to compromise, but that the 
Government which sent him regards the 
restoration of the violated Concessions as 
an essential preliminary to any further 
discussions with the National Govern- 
ment. 

Prestige in the East is an intangible 
but. overwhelming influence, and it is 
believed that our position, not only in 
China, but all the way from Suez to 
Vladivostok would be irretrievably affected 
if, in present circumstances, we offered 
to bargain. 

If we do, it will be an intimation that 
everything we have in China can be 
wrested from us by the Bolshevist trick 
of letting loose the mob.

TWO VIEWS OF THE 
LAW.

BRUSSELS, Monday. 

After seven years of partial prohibition, 
Belgium is facing liquor problems closely 
parallel to those in the United States, 
including enforcement difficulties, rum- 
running traffic, ‘“mocnshining,’’ “ boot- 
legging,’’ and a heated controversy as to 
the merits and evils of the system. - 

The law, fathered by Premier Vander- 
velde and passed in 1919, forbids the 
retail of strong spirits, including whiskey, 
cognac, rum, gin or brandy in cabarets, 
bars and restaurants, but provides that 
liquor dealers may sell two to six bottles 
of spirits to each person for home con- 
sumption only. 

According to supporters of the law, the 
consumption of “hard” liquors has 
greatly diminished, as well as drunken- 
ness and crime. The opposition, which 
includes most café and restaurant-keepers, 
charge that large quantities of “ moon- 
shine ” liquor are smuggled into Belgium 
and distributed fraudulently through 
private clubs, which sell openly and un- 
licensed, and are also peddled throughout 
the country districts. 
quence of the law, it is claimed, has been 
to increase alcoholism among women and 
children. 


PREMIER’S STATEMENT. 

Premier Vandervelde, when interviewed 
by your correspondent yesterday, declared 
that he favoured stricter enforcement, or 
even a bone-dry law ; but he admitted that 
no attempt would be made in the near 
future to make the law more drastic. 

Opponents of the law, on the other 
hand, confess the belief that they are 
not sufficiently strong to defeat the pre- 
sent law. Official statistics show that 
the general consumption of all liquors, 
wines and beers was reduced during the 
first three years of the law, and since has 
slightly increased each year, so that at 
present the consumption of wines and 
beer shows an increase over 1923, while 
the brandy and “hard ” liquor consump- 
tion has been reduced. 

Figures given to me by Dr. Vervaeck, 
Director of the Prisons Anthropoligical 
Service, show that arrests for intoxication 
and certain acts of violence, such as café 
brawls, were greatly reduced, while homi- 
cides and sexual crimes have become more 


frequent.

RIGA, Monday. 
After teff years’ interruption, the rail- 
way communication between Riga and 
Viadivistock will be opened on January 
17th, according to the Director of the 
Latvian Railways, M. Dumpis, who 
reports that after two years’ negotiations 
the Latvian Government has sighed an 
agreement with Russia for the re-estab- 
lishment of the world’s longest railway. 
The Commission studying the problem 
decided during the summer to run two 
trains weekly via Moscow and Manchuria 
to Viadivostock, leaving on Mondays and 
Fridays, the trip taking thirteen days. 
The frip from Riga to Manchuria, 
where the Trans-Siberian Railway con- 
nects with the Eastern Chinese Railway, 
is expected to take nine days, the Russians 
guaranteeing to maintain punctual

These facts were brought to light last 
night in a lecture which Mr. George 
Garbotz delivered at a meeting of the 
Institution of Civil Engineers of Ireland 
at 35 Dawson street, Dublin. 


THE CONTRACT. i 

The development of the Shannon for 
power purposes, Mr. Garbotz said, pro- 
posed to ultilise the water power of the 
river, using Lough Derg, Lough Ree, and 
Lough Allen as reservoirs. These lakes 
have a total storage capacity of 827 
million cubic metres, and for the full 
development, at a head of 27 metres and 
542 cubic metres per second, a total of 
165,000 horse-power high tension alter- 
nating current is to be generated, and 
to be supplied to the consumers by way 
of a system of overhead lines, spread over 
the whole Free State. 

A contract for works to provide 90,000 
horse-power was placed by the Govern- 
ment with Messrs. Siemens Schuckert- 
werke, who entrusted the civil engimeer- 
ing work to the sister firm of Siemens 


Bau Union. 


THE CHIEF PROBLEM. 

The task set to the contractors included 
the necessary embanking, dredging, and 
other work above Lough Derg; earth 
works between Killaloe and O’Brien’s 
Bridge, and the creation of an adequate 
means of discharging the tributary rivers 
and rivulets ; the weir and the canal inlet 
near O'Brien's Bridge; the construction 
of the head race; the power house for 
three turbines for the partial develop- 
ment, with the navigation lock; and the 
excavation of the tail race. 

The chief problem to be solved lay in 
the transport of great masses of material. 
The task was rendered more difficult on 
account of the fact that the entire work 
was to be executed in a foreign countrv, 
and that the work had to be performed 
within a period of 39 months, with high 
penalties for non-performance.

STEAMSHIP - SAILINGS. 

Thirty-seven steamers had left Emden 
and Hamburg up to the present, and in 
future a further steamer would be plying 
between Limerick and these ports every 
three weeks. The incoming goods had to 
be conveyed from the harbour to the 
numerous sites, and to the transport rail- 
way connecting these sites.

BOY’S DEATH IN HOSPITAL. 


John Albert Brown; aged 10, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. John Brown, of Green Lanes, 
Addlestone, has died in a London hospital, 
following a bite by a wolfhound 

Brown and some other boys on Thursday 
went into a field to look at five Alsatian 
wolfhounds. One of the dogs, it is 
stated, knocked Brown down, biting him 
on the leg and causing a bad open wound. 
He was takep to a doctor and sent to 
London, where he died in hospital on

Raymond. Lawrence, a bright little boy 
of eight years, stated yesterday: “Seven 
of us were playing in the road near 
Simplemarsh Farm, when we saw a woman 
with five Alsatian dogs in a field. The 
biggest dog scratched a hole near a hedge, 
and then went across the field with the 
other dogs and their mistress. When 
the dogs had gone away we went over 
the stile to look at the hole.

When the largest dog saw us looking at 
the hole it growled very loudly and rushed 
across at us. We were very frightened. 
I backed to the stile and got over, but 
the dog dashed at Johnny Brown, knocked 
him down and bit him on the leg. Johnny

The Secretary of the Alsatian League 
stated last night that they had been in- 
formed that the boy’s death was due to 
tetanus, and not to the dog bite. 


INFLUENZA EPIDEMIC. 
-——+ & — — 
AGED PERSONS SUCCUMB 
IN SWITZERLAND. 
GENEVA, 

The influenza epidemic is spreading 
throughout Switzerland, and in some 
parts of the country is assuming a graver 
character. 

In Geneva the scourge appears to have 
reached its highest point. The head of 
the Department of Hygiene, in a state- 
ment to the Press, says that the illness, 
without being as serious as the outbreak 
in 1918, which was described as pul- 
monary plague, has caused a number of 
deaths in the city. These are among 
persons of an advanced age. So far there 
have been very few fatal cases among 
persons between the ages of 20 and 50. 

In Zurich, between the 13th and 3ist 
of December, 272 cases of grippe were 
registered, of which seven proved fatal, 
other complications having developed.—

Although the Executive Council has not 
fixed the date of the dissolution of the 
Dail, it is thought in political circles 
that the General Election in the Free 


| State will take place at the end of June 


or early in July. 

The signs point to a lively election. 
Self-government, while it may have solved 
some problems, has raised many others 
in an acute form, and much will be heard 
about them during the next few months 
at thousands of meetings in town and 
country. The Government, of course, will 
base its appeal for a renewal of confidence 
on the useful work that it has accom- 
plished during the last four years. It 
may supplement this with a popular 
Budget ; many taxpayers hope that there 
will be a reduction of at least sixpence 
in the pound in income tax, and business 
men trust that the Minister for Posts and 
Telegraphs will make provision for 
cheaper postage rates. 


PROTECTION. 


Much will be heard during the cam- 
paign about protective tariffs, which, it 
must be admitted, have increased the cost 
of living, and have tended to keep the 
Free State index figure above that for 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland. 

Voters in coastal constituencies will put 
pertinent questions about the protection 
and development of the sea fisheries ; and 
the border areas will require to know 
something about the Government’s activi- 
ties in relation to the ultimate unity of 
Ireland. Nowhere have the recent border 
settlements been so keenly discussed as 
in Monaghan and Donegal. 

Fianna Fail, Mr. de Valera’s Party, 
has held many meetings throughout the 
country, but does not seem to have made 
much progress. The mere demand for the 
removal of the Oath of Allegiance from 
the Free State Constitution is unlikely to 
attract many voters. The people want to 
know how they can get a better price for 
their farm produce, and how their present 
markets can be developed. Fianna Fail’s 
forthcoming conference on agricultural 
questions indicates that all parties must 
get down to practical things if they are to 
go before the electorate at all. 


LABOUR'S PLAN. 

The Labour Party has apparently made 
up its mind about the election fight. 
‘We will not be ~ side-tracked by the 
Government’s claims in regard to the 
beneficent effects of the Shannon scheme 
and 
removal of the oath,” is the way the 
Labour view was put to me. 

“ We are out to show how the Govern- 
ment has failed to deal with unemploy- 
ment, and to advocate a loan for works of 
reconstruction. We believe ‘that in this 
way the right to work and live may be 
achieved for the unemployed workers.” 

The question of compulsory Irish in 
the schools is one about which many 
Parents of all classes and denominations 
feel very keenly. Candidates will be 
asked to declare their views on this matter 
by very large sections of the community, 
who. are strongly opposed to such compul- 
sion. 

The licensed trade, too, has its griev- 
ances, and threatens to oppose the Govern- 
ment candidates all over the country if 
Mr. O'Higgins’s new Licensing Bill, which 
is being drafted, turns out to be injerious 
to their interests. These are only a few of 
the bigger matters which candidates will 
be asked to decide upon. 


DUBLIN UNIVERSITY. 

Some misunderstanding seems to have 
been caused by the, reported intervention 
of a new candidate for Dublin University.

MESSAGE TO CONGRESS 
BY MR. COOLIDGE.,

WASHINGTON, Monday. 

President Coolidge this muining sent to 
Congress a spécial message dealing with 
the situation in Nicaragua, the general 
effect of which was to announce the 
necessity of protecting the large interests. 
The President denied that he had any 
wish to intervene in the political affairs 
of Nicaragua or any other Central 
American country, but he felt it impos- 
sible not to look with concern on develop- 
ments of a revolutionary kind. 
He intended, he said, to follow in the 
steps of his predecessors, whose policy it 
had always been ‘‘to take the steps that 
may be necessary for the preservation 
and protection of the lives and property 
and interests” of American citizens and 
the Government itself,

WASHINGTON, Monday. 
In one passage President Coolidge 
said :— : 
“The proprietary rights of the United 
States in the Nicaraguin Canal route, together 
with the obligations Lowing from the invest- 
ments of all classes of our citizens in 
Nicaragua, place us in a position of peculiar 
responsibility.” 
he President disclaimed any intention

Opinion will, 
no doubt, differ oh the question whether this, 
that or the other feature of Gaelic civilisation 
should be regarded as accident; but even 
Professor MacNeill would not claim as essen- 
tial the revival of the language of King 
Brian, a language as dead as King Alfred's 
Anglo-Saxon. His opponents in the language | 
controversy see no reason for thinking that 
the Gaelic spirit cannot survive the passing 
of the present -Gaelic dialects, and one of 
them ‘would suggest that heroic measures 
might be postponed.till others had been tried 
and found wanting. The forcing of the study 
of modern Gaelic on the country is likely to 
have an effect very different from the ‘effect 
desired. If the attempt to introduce the 
young to the ancient world through the 
languages of Greece and Rome has been dis- 
appointing, it is highly probable that the 
study of modern Gaelic, instead of popularis- 
ing Gaelic. culture, will have the opposite 
effect. If it is desired that the Gaelic spirit 
shall influence the world, the best medium is 
at hand in the English language. Interest in 
the ancient culture of these islands would 
have been slight if Macpherson, Scott, 
Ferguson, Mangan and others had not written 
in English. I do not suppose that those who 
object, to education for export would object 
to the export of Irish ideas. Irish Ireland, 
it is ta be hoped, is inspired by the example 
of the Lrish missionaries of the early centuries, 
not by the example of the lamas of Tibet.

* BEHIND THE FRONT” AT 
THE GRAND CENTRAL. 

The Great War has been the subject of so 
many films from varying angles that one 
that its possibilities 
had been exhausted; that no new aspect re- 
mained to be explored. The Four Horse- 
men, “* Ypres,’” ‘‘ Mons,’” had been pro- 
claimed epic pictures, and others there have 
been. only «a degree notable, which 
touched on the war apparently in its every 
conceivable phase. 
‘‘ Behind the Front,” the Famous Lasky 
film at the Grand Central Cinema, however, 
gives an entirely novel view-point of the great 
conflict. It deals not with epic fights or 
daring deeds, but devotes itself to the adven- 
tures of two recruits who, for the love of a 
lady, are induced to join the American Army. 
A more strangely assorfed couple it would be 
impossible to conceive—‘‘raw’”’ they are 
when they join up, and ‘ raw’ they remain, 
notwithstanding all the training to which they 
are subjected. Their awkwardness lands 
them in all sorts of scrapes and trouble, and 
provides gsituations which keep the story 
moving in a most humorous stvle. 
Their activities in the front hne trenches, 
and their adventures inside the German line, 
where they wander, are mirth-provoking; and 
nothing could more funny than thei:
